SEASIDE HIGH SCHOOL 


HE Seaside Union High sehool, founded in 1916, 

J with 35 students, now has an enrollment of ap- 
proximately 200. The school has gained reeogni- 
tion throughout the state as one of the best eduea- 
tional institutions. Loeated in the city of Seaside, 
with a normal population of some 3590 of Oregon’s 
best citizenry, the school has the distinction of be- 
ing a part of one of the finest summer resort cities 
in the Northwest. 

The building is of cream brick and there is 
ample room provided for all departments including 
an excellent brary of 1200 volumes, auditorium, 
gymnasium, science laboratory, commercial depart- 
ment, domestic science and manual training. The 
gymnasium, that has been added this year, is one of 
the largest and best-equipped in the state with a 
floor space of 57 by 115 and seating capacity in bal- 
comes for about 600 spectators. A cafeteria is con- 
dueted during the school year and meals are furn- 
ished at cost to the students. 


Although there are a number of good voea- 
tional courses, including’ agricultural, home eco- 
nomies, and imdustrial education, the chief purpose 
of the high school is to prepare the student for col- 
lege. 

In a college preparatory course, the student 
is required to select a major in mathematies, science, 
languages or history. His course will then inelude 
four years of English, four years of his major sub- 
ject, one year of science, two years of languages, 
one year of American history, one year of civies and 
at least two years of electives. Fifteen units are 
required for graduation.

Seaside left the 
field considering the game the cleanest of the season. We are 
all looking forward for our annual game at Tillamook next 
vear. 

The Hill Game. 


On October 18, the Seaside team played the Hill Military 
Academy of Portland, staging their first football contest in the

Rose City. The game opened with the Portlanders kicking- 
off. Seaside soon made a touch-down by using line plunges. 
Shortly after the second half opened, Hill luckily completed 
a long forward pass. In a few seconds the maroon and white 
again came to the lead when Gaskill, quarter, kicked a drop- 
kick from the thirty-yard line. The score now stood 9-6 in 
Seaside’s favor, but we received the fatal blow forty seconds 
before the final whistle, when our opponents completed another 
forward pass and scored their second goal. The game ended 
12 to 9 in Hill’s favor. Seaside refused to believe that their 
opponents had the best team, and endeavored to schedule an- 
other contest. However, Hill would not accept the challenge. 


Seaside vs. Warrenton. 


It had been rumored in Warrenton that the ‘‘Clam Dig- 
gers’? would meet defeat when they entered their gridiron in 
1924, but these hallucinations were all banished on October 25. 
After eight minutes the locals had the ball on Warrenton’s 
one-yard line. At this time of the play, Seaside was penalized 
because of off-side, making it impossible to take the ball over 
in the two remaining downs. Nevertheless, Seaside scored a 
touchdown two minutes before the final whistle blew, gaining 
the only score of the game. We failed to kick the goal. 


The Second Knappa-Svensen Game. 


The Seaside team showed its improvement since the 
beginning of the season, when they met Knappa-Svensen Oec- 
tober 31, and brought home the bacon, 21-0, 


The Astoria Game. 


Probably the most looked for and outstanding game in 
which Seaside participated was that with Astoria. Last year 
we lost one and won one from this team. This year we played 
them only once and that at Astoria on Armistice Day. Be- 
cause of the wet field, both teams relied on straight line plays. 
The first three quarters saw the ball carried back and forth 
in mid-field, with neither side having the advantage. Astoria 
came back strong in the fourth quarter and soon had the ball on 
Seaside’s five yard line. Here the loeal’s linemen exemplified 
their fight and held their opponents for downs. The ball was 
now in Seaside’s possession and Gaskill, our quarter, called for 


a punt. Owen made a forty-five yard kick. Because of off- 
side, we were penalized half the distance to their goal, and the 
ball now lay in Seaside’s 2 1-2 yard line. This time Owen 
stood behind the goal posts and kicked fifty-five yards, the ball 
sailing over the head of Astoria’s safety. In his attempt to re- 
cover the pigskin, the Astoria player fumbled and Lukkarin- 
en, Seaside’s speedy end, picked up the ball and sped over the 
voal. In four minutes the game ended, Seaside 6, Astoria 0. 


Seaside vs. Kelso. 


Kelso High, of western Washington, had the record of 
losing only one game in three years, but they met their equal 
on November 15 at the Seaside gridiron. The game opened 
with Kelso kicking off, the ball sailing over Seaside’s goal line. 
Because of a wrong conception of football rules, the locals let 
the ball lie, thinking it would be put in play on their twenty- 
yard line. But realizing the mistake, a Kelso player crossed 
the goal and fell on the ball, causing the first touch-down. 
With a disadvantage of seven points, but fighting like demons, 
the home team succeeded in tieing the final score of 20. Sea- 
side made five and six yard line gains at will and we firmly 
believe that if the maroon and white had been aware of the 
kick-off rule, Kelso would have met defeat. 


The Corvallis Game. 


On November 22, we played Corvallis here. Fighting 
against a much heavier team, who had the advantages of prac- 
ticing with college players, and of receiving the latest football 
plays, our boys were defeated 22-0. Cory ome proved too 
heavy and fast. Owen, our star backfielder, was hurt and 
‘aken out while many other players were sat It was dur- 
ing this game that our boys won from the Corvallis coach the 
comment that if his players had our fight, he would w in the 
championship of the United States. Our opponents’ team 
work was the best ever witnessed by Seasiders on the home 

ervidiron, and it is no disgrace that we lost to a team of this 


standi ing. 
Seaside vs. Bend. 


The final game of the season was played three hundred 
viiles from home, farther away than any previous game of 


Seaside high school. It is well to say here that we students 
take off our hats to Prof. Jandrall for his unfailing ability in 
scheduling these wonderful and expensive trips for our teams. 
The game was played on Thanksgiving. Seaside met Bend, 
the champions of Central Oregon, five days after the Corval- 
lis game, when half of the team was injured. Unaccustomed 
to a high altitude, Seaside held their opponents evenly during 
the first three quarters. In the last period of the contest, Bend 
succeeded in making a touch-down by a long end run from the 
fifty yard line. On the kick-off, Seaside took the offensive. 
With a second team backfield, the locals endeavored to pass, 
but their opponents intercepted and netted another six points. 
With a burning desire to score, the crippled team again tried 
to pass and again the Central Oregon champions made a touch- 
down. The final score was Bend 18, Seaside 0.
